KILLED £ACTION 

WsH Jokn P. Poe, Jr., An .Vmericsn 
Adfeatarer— Death To His 



\ew York.— Though John Prentiss 
Poe. Jr., famous ex-f'riaceton football 
sur, soldier, adrentnrer, and ez-pn- 
vate In the United States Marine 
Corps, was kill' il in France on Sep- 
tember 25. when tiia regiment, the 
Plaek Wateh, was praetleidljr aanlhi- 
lat»-(l <lurinp thi- Hritish advance In the 
allies' forward muvement, be met the 
kind of death his veatarssosic ^rlt 
had often pictured ia taamf as befit- 
ting end. 

Keenly disappointed at the lack of 
action he found in the Filipino insur- 
rt ction, and knowing that the United 
States Marine (.'orps offered greater 
chances for excitement and adventure, 
he was enlisted in that braaA la 1903 
by authority the tlion Secretary of 
the .N'avy, John D. Long, for tlie threat- 
ened war with Oohnnbia over the Pa- 
nama Canal stri]). That war never ma- 
it'fializeU, and since I'oe could not 
think of "Boldlering" unless there was 
Bomethin;; doin»;," he was discharged 
from the marine corps and later en- 
listed in the Kentucky State militia 
(luring the Uovemor Goebel shooting 
trouble. Bren duty on the "dark and 
bloody Kround" dnrins those trouble- 
some times didn't bring him the ex- 
dtemeat he eraved, and he one tiSM 
bitterly confided to marine corps 
friends, "1 believe that if I ever, go 
to hell 111 aad the flres baaked." 

Still in pursuit of the elusive "strife" 
he became a captain in the Honduran 
army in 190", when that country was 
at war with .Nicaragua, and during the 
brier struggle got several thrills at the 
siege (>r .Vnapal and the battle of Bn- 
enaviau. It was after the eoaelnsion 
of that war that Poe, with are odier 
Americans, who were serving in the 
Honduran army, became involved in 
some sort of tronble with the aoms- 
ment authorities, and. for a time, their

The requtrfraents of the farm In 
the character of the labor employed 
are changing radically. The labor to 
ba performed by tha fhraar ahoold be 
governed by extensive infonaation and 
coaaideraMe adeBtlfle knowledge. A 
successful fanner at the present time 
may need considerable knowledge of 
chemistry, of bacteriology, of econom- 
ic entomology, of the pathology and 
physiology of plants and animals; of 
plant and animal breeding, ot fungi- 
ddea aad insoctlddea, at ttie eoaaei^ 
vation of soil molatara; of botany, 
pomology, viticulture, horticulture, and 
certainly much concerning the prac- 
tical handling and marketing of his 
products. The hired laborer does not 
need to know so much, and yet he 
should be at least moderately Intel- 
Ugeat and weU informed. With re- 
gard to the fhtnre, the forecast la that 
farm labor will not be recruited in 
appreciable degree from the city. The 
farmer would not need to get his 
labor from the cities if he could hold 
the country population to the soil, and 
the recognition of the importance ot 
retaining ttie dtUdrea oa tha fhna aad 
of keeping country labor from migrat- 
ing to cities is governing most of the 
work by nation and state in behalf of 
agriculture. In addition to efforts to 
promote economic improvement, many 
agenciea are at work upon the country 
people to lavrove their home life, and 
their aocial acUvitiea, whidi ara al- 
ready beginning to oooat agalaat tha 
unpleasantness of country life and 
In favor of making it attractive.

MILEAGE OF CONCRETE ROADS 



Growth In Popularity Indicated by 
Rapid Increase in Recent Yaara 
In United Statea. 

Tha aallaaga ot eoacrete paTcaMBto 
in the United Statea haa Inereaaed 

rapidly, and it is likely to continue 
to increase, according to a new bullo- 
tin of the United States department 
of agriculture. This bulletin gives 
the tetlatated amount of concrete 
pavement la tha Ualted Statea la 1914 
aa 19,200,M0 aqnare yards: In 1909 It 
was only 364.000 square yards. 

The principal advantage of concrete 
pavements which have led to this in- 
crease in popularity are said to ba: 

1. DurahiUty aadai 
condltioaa. 

2. A aaooth. area 
Uttle raaiataaee. 

3. Abaence of dust and 
which it may be cleaned. 

4. Comparatively small cost 

sary. 

5. AvallahiUty aa a baae tOr aaothar 
tsrpe of aarfaoa it daatrahla. 

6. Attraettva appearaaea. 

In commenting upon these advan- 
tages the bulletin states that the dur- 
ability of concrete roads has not yet 
been proved by actual practice, be- 
canaa th«« ara no very old pave- 
menta aa yet la a«lat«iaca. but from 
the coadltioa of thoae whldi hava aa- 
dergone several yeara* senrlca it 
seems probable that they will ie 
found to wear well. 

The disadvantages of concrete as 
a road surface are: 

1. its noise under horse trafllc. 

2. The weariag of the aeeeaaary 
Joints in the paveaMat. aad ttM tend- 
ency to crack, with its consequent 
rapid deterioration. 

3. The difficulty of repairs when 
these become necessary. 

lu the past efforts have frequently 
been made to overcome these objec- 
tiona to a certaia degree by covering 
the concrete pavemeat with a Mtami- 
nous wearing surthce. At the present
